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DETAILED ACTION 

The reply filed on 8/1 1/2000 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action and 
the amendment to the claims has not been entered, because the amendment to the 
claims should be made in accordance with 37 CFR 1.121(a)(2)(H) which states: 

(ii) Claim cancellation or rewriting: A claim may be amended by directions to cancel the claim or by 
rewriting such claim with underlining below the matter added and brackets around the matter deleted. 
The rewriting of a claim in this form will be construed as directing the deletion of the previous version of 
that claim. If a previously rewritten claim is again rewritten, underlining and bracketing will be applied 
relative to the previous version of the claim, with the parenthetical expression "twice amended," "three 
times amended," eta, following the original claim number. The original claim number followed by that 
parenthetical expression must be used for the rewritten claim. No interlineations or deletions of any 
prior amendment may appear in the currently submitted version of the claim. A claim canceled by 
amendment (not deleted and rewritten) can be reinstated only by a subsequent amendment presenting 
the claim as a new claim with a new claim number. 



More specifically, bracketing and underlining were not properly used in line 7 of 
claim 1, as required by 37 CFR 1.121(a)(2)(H). The version of amended claim 1, with 
markings, include the terms "direct" and "[a]" in line 7. These terms are not present in 
the originally filed claim 1 .
